In other cou ntries, not in p ractical 
America, the leading idea 
of H al­ 
lowe’en is that it is of all others the 
time wrhen 
su p ernatu ral 
influ ences 
p rev ail, when sp irits walk 
abroad, 
not wholesome ghosts, bu t malignant 
sp ooks read to engage in any kind of 
mischief. 
They 
wander alow 
and 
aloft, from kitchen to attic and wing 
their way arou nd tile gu sty corners 
of the street and cau tiou s p eop le will 
take du e care to av oid them and not 
he “cau ght by bogies i’ the mirk.” 
One of the old English and Scot­ 
tish sp orts of Hallowe’en sometimes 
p racticed here is that of du cking for 


a p p les. 
The fru it is set afloat in a 
tu b of w ater into which 
boy s 
ami 
girls by tu rn dip their heads in the 
attemp t to catch an ap p le, the stems 
of which are left u p on them to giv e 
some chance of cap tu re. 
There is 
great fu n for the o n lo o k e rs watching 
the attem p ts of the 
y ou ngsters 
to 
catch the swimming 
fru it— in 
the 
mou th, 
dog 
fashion— fru it 
which 
wiggles from side to side in the tu b 
and ev ades all attem p ts to cap tu re it. 
Perhap s the best strategy to insu re 
su ccess is to boldly du ck the head to 
the bottom of the tu b and there fa s­ 
ten the ap p le to tile teeth. 
The jack-o’lantern, fashioned from 
a Hoosier p u mp kin, is the most p op u ­ 
lar of all Hallowe’en decorations. The 
story s is told of 
Jam es 
Whitcomb 
Riley that once on a Ilallowre’en frol­ 
ic he was introdu ced into a darkened 
p arlor among a lot of romp ing child­ 
ren where the only illu mination came 
from the big rou nd ey es 
and 
v ery 
wide 
mou tli 
of 
the 
p u mp kin. 
It 
chanced that 
in 
the 
neighborhood 
were sev eral boy s of a family not no­ 
ted for p ersonal beau t}’. 


“Ah,” said the p oet, as he gazed at 
the jac k-o’-lantern, “that 
mu st 
be 
one of the K. boy s that I’v e 
nev er 
met before.” 


U nfortu nately the rev els of H al­ 
lowe’en are not alo ne attended by in­ 
nocent rev elry and harmless p ranks. 
A sp irit of maliciou sness and w anton 
destructio n o f pro perty seems to 
take 
po ssessio n o f many , no t alo ne child­ 
ren, but y o ung men o f v o ting ag e. 
These carry away gates, p u ll do wn 
sig ns, o v erturn ash barrels, scatter 
g arbag e o v er po rches, 
break 
do wn 
fences and do many serio us acts 


But the celebratio n here last nig ht 
was no t marked by any serio us dis­ 
turbance. 
So me 
harmless 
pranks, 
such as so aping windo ws and frig ht­ 
ening peo ple with 
“ tie-tacs” 
were 
practiced, but there was v ery little 
destructio n o f pro perty . 


The po lice to o k ev ery precautio n 
po ssible to prev ent the 
damag e o f 
pro perty . 
Mo unted o fficers paro led 
the residence part o f the city and in 
this way many deeds o f v andalism 
were prev ented.

tron, have not been allowed to sprin­ 
kle your streets and often times at 
night you have not been able to draw 
a drop of water from the hydrant 
when there was urgent need for it. 


The well is lo cated in No rth Ar­ 
thur street between Fo urth and Fifth 
streets near the C. II. & D. railro ad. 
Any resident o f 
that 
neig hbo rho o d 
will tell y o u that the well 
has 
no t 
been wo rking since last Aug ust and 
that it co uld be repaired if there was 
so me o ne at the 
water 
and 
lig ht 
plant who knew ho w to repair an air­ 


lift p u mp . 
Or better than that, so me 
one cou ld be engaged who cou ld re ­ 
p air the p u mp . 
Back waiter is 
standing 
in 
the 
stand p ip e and has been fo r 
three 
months. 
Peop le liv ing in the neig h­ 
borhood 
had 
been 
accusto med to 
draw’ w ater from the standpipe be­ 
cause it was alway s co o l and fresh 
and g o o d for 
drinking 
purpo ses. 
Suddenly it was no ted that the water 
was warm and no t g o o d

drink.

Washington, Nov. I. — Aw aiting th© 
termination of the present period of 
inaction in the Mexican situation, due 
to the delay in the announcement of 
the result of the elections of last Sun­ 
day, interest in W ashington centers 
on an analysis of the conditions which 
must be dealt with as soon as Presi­ 
dent Huerta has disclosed his hand. 
’ Extrem e pessimism marks the con­ 
clusions of all here who are applying 
themselves to a study of the Mexican 
situation and the trend of events in 
that quarter. 
The only persons in 
W ashington who maintain an outward 
appearance of optimism are those few 
officials whose responsibility in the 
m atter is such that they feel bound to 
refrain from giving an opinion even 
in private. 
The conviction apparently 
has settled down in the last few days 
over all Washington, both in admin­ 
istrative circles and at the capitol, 
that there are but two ways out of the 
Mexican tangle— one is by retreating 
and the other is by the use of force 
or a threat of force. President W ilson 
said only a few days ago that he never 
backed out of anything. 
The 
impatience 
of other govern­ 
ments regarding the attitude of the 
United States toward Mexico and their 
desire 
that 
this 
government 
adopv 
strong measures for the restoration of 
peace in that country is indisputable 
and officially acknowledged. 
The ao- 
m inistration has yielded to the impa­ 
tience to the extent of 
asking the 
other governments to defer action in 
Mexico until the president can o o m- 
municate with them as to his future 
policy following the elections. 
This 
request has been granted, with the re­ 
sult that this country now has aW E u ­ 
rope waiting and stands pledged to de­ 
liver something in the nature o f the 
policy toward Mexico. 
This policy the 
powers are at liberty to accept or re­ 
ject, so that it is generally assumed 
that the president w ill endeavor to 
adopt some course calculated to ac­ 
complish the end desired by them, 
that is, the restoration of order in Mex­ 
ico at the earliest possible date. 
It seems to be the opinion here that

only forcible intervention remains as 
| a solution of the Mexican problem, 
provided the administration intends t© 
stand firm ly by the policy it has take*. 
This is precisely the opinion of the 
ministers, the governments and the 
press of Europe.
